SOPHOMORE  ANNALS 

After  surviving  a  hard  year  with  Mr.  GiUis  we 
entered  the  main  building  as  sophomores.  Not  as 
good  as  juniors,  but  not  as  bad  as  freshmen.  We 
soon  found  that  the  building  left  much  to  be 
desired.  But  we  were  young  and  could  take  it. 

After  a  few  months  in  school  President  Ken- 
nedy was  assassinated.  For  four  days  radio  and 
television  stations  cancelled  their  programs  in 
respect.  Lyndon  Johnson  became  the  thirty-sixth 
president. 

This  year  was  also  a  bad  year  for  our  football 
team.  Although  we  closed  out  with  a  good  6-2 
record,  our  19-game  win  streak  was  finally  ended 
by  Rindge  Tech.  Next  we  were  upset  by  Boston 


Tech,  and  we  had  to  share  the  crown  with  the 
metal  workers.  We  beat  Latin  though,  18-12, 
which  eased  our  pain  a  little.  Another  bright  spot 
was  our  victory  over  Groton.  Our  hockey  team 
didn't  do  too  well  either,  except  for  their  2-1 
victory  over  city  champ  Latin.  Our  track  team 
swept  all  competition  and  won  the  city  crown 
easily.  The  swimming  team  became  the  first 
Eastern  Mass.  school  to  win  the  state  champion- 
ship. 

On  May  15  we  missed  a  day  of  school  while 
the  upperclassmen  had  Prize  Drill  Day,  much  to 
our  delight. 

Little  did  we  know  that  this  would  be  the  last 
FAIRLY  easy  year  for  us. 


JUNIOR  ANNALS 

Early  in  September  of  1964,  we  came  back  to 
E.H.S.  as  juniors.  We  knew  that  this  would  be 
a  difficult  year  for  us,  so  we  put  our  best  foot 
forward.

While  all  this  action  was  going  on  we  were 
awed  by  the  rising  Prudential  Tower  and  War 
Memorial. 

The  English  High  School  Fashion  Show  was  a 
complete  success,  especially  since  the  show  in- 
cluded Miss  Teenage  Massachusetts  and  Miss 
Massachusetts. 

May  rolled  around  and  we  got  our  first  taste 
of  the  college  boards.  Because  of  the  excellent 
training  we  had  received  the  tests  were  a  snap. 

Now  that  the  year  was  coming  to  an  end,  we 
began  thinking  about  next  year  when  we  would 
be  seniors.

As  Christmas  rolled  around  we 
were  faced  with  the  college  boards.  It  was  now  or  never.  Just  to  be  on 
the  safe  side  some  of  us  took  the  boards  again  in  January.

79th  ANNUAL  CLASSIC 


Starting  players  vs.  Latin 


On  the  morning  of  November  25,  1965,  The 
EngHsh  High  School,  America's  first  high  school, 
and  Boston  Latin  School,  established  in  1635, 
prepared  to  do  battle  in  Harvard  Stadium  for  the 
79th  consecutive  year.  This  oldest  public  school 
rivalry  started  in  1887  and  has  now  reached 
Harvard-Yale  status.  In  this  type  of  game  it  is 
not  who  wins  that  matters,  but  the  game  itself. 
No  other  game  can  match  this  classic. 


Both  teams  had  the  same  6-1  record,  each 
losing  to  the  same  team,  B.C.H.  English  was  up- 
set by  B.C.  8-6,  while  B.C.  romped  over  Latin 
14-0.  English  was  the  slight  favorite  because  of 
their  weight  advantage,  although  the  team  was 
very  inexperienced.  Latin  had  extremely  good 
speed  and  a  much  more  experienced  team. 


Latin  stopped  again 


It  was  a  sunshiny  day  as  Al  Mitchem  and  Jack 
Burns  met  in  the  middle  of  THE  stadium  for  the 
toss  of  the  coin.  Latin  elected  to  Idck  off.  The 
whistle  blew  and  the  nation's  most  celebrated 
public  school  rivalry  began.  English  couldn't 
make  any  headway  against  the  Latin  line  and  had 
to  punt.  Latin  scored  the  first  time  they  had  the 
ball.  The  Purple  scored  at  5:21  when  Burns  cli- 
maxed a  six-play  75  yard  advance  with  a  31-yard 
scoring  run.  The  drive  completely  stunned  the 
English  line  which  was  supposed  to  be  one  of 
the  best  in  the  state.  Al  Mitchem  and  company 
stopped  the  conversion  attempt.  Late  in  the 
second  period  the  Latin  center  intercepted  a 
Thomas  pass  and  returned  it  to  the  English  18. 
Latin  ran  it  to  the  six  and  had  a  first  and  goal. 
It  looked  as  if  nothing  could  stop  the  crashing 


Latin  warriors  from  cashing  in.  Nothing,  that  is, 
except  a  fired-up  English  defense.  For  four 
downs  English  held  the  Purple  attacks.  But  Eng- 
lish now  had  to  start  a  drive  from  the  three.  Un- 
able to  keep  the  attack  going,  the  BLUE  AND 
BLUE  had  to  punt.  Later  in  the  period  Pope  re- 
turned an  English  punt  to  the  Blue  46-yard  line. 
Three  plays  later  Latin  was  on  the  two-yard  line 
with  a  first  and  goal.  Threatened  again  by  the 
Latin  drive,  English  dug  in  and  held  the  speedy 
Latin  backs  in  what  was  one  of  the  greatest  goal- 
line  stands  put  up  by  either  team  in  79  years  of 
play.
